Mining Law. 


The following ore the mining laws of 


Peaviue District. They will bo found 
of value to all prospectors, niul should 
ba carefully preserved. We nre fre- 
quently asked for information coneem- 
ng these laws. Herewith is the true 
text, carefully compared with the origi- 
nal: 


Article 1. A mining chiim, whether 


located by one or more persons, may 
equal, but shall not exceed one thou- 
sand five hundred (1,500) feet along the 
vein or lode; hut no location shall bo 
made until the discovery of a vein or 
lode within the limits of tho claim lo- 
cated. No claim shall extend more 
than throe hundred (300) feet on each 
side of the vein at tho surface, and the 
end lines of a claim shall bs parallel 
with each other. 


Article 2. C3S».itious of work for six 


months on a claim, located as a tnnuol 
right, shall b; considered ns an aban- 
donment of such claim. 


Article 3. In piacjr claims each per- 


son may locate two hundred (200) foot 
nquai-3 of ground, the same to be locat- 
ed and recorded in tho same manner as 
a vein or lode. 


Article •!. Locations must bo distinct- 


ly marked on the ground so that the 
boundaries may be readily traced, aud 
on each location not los? than one hun- 
dred dollars worth of labor shall bs per- 
formed, or improvements made during 
each year. Upon tho failure of any one 
of tho co-ownars to contribute his pro- 
portion of the expenditure required by 
this article, tho co-owners who havo 
performed the Hbor or made the im- 
provements may, at tho expiration of 
t'ao yeas-, give such delinquent co- 
on-aers notice in writing, or by publica- 
tion in the new.-ip.tpir published nearest 
the claim for at least once a weolc for 
ninety diys, and if nt the expiration of 
ninety days after such notice has boon 
given, such delinquent f.iils or refuses 
to contribute his proportion to comply 
with this article, his intardst in tha 
claim shall become the property of his 
co-ownars who have iaad3 the required 
expenditures. 


Article 5. All locations shall be re- 


corded in the Distiict Racords within 
t\v>uty (20) days after losatioa, and the 
District R-jcorder shall measure and 
mark all claims on tha ground, aud es- 
tablish the boundaries for the sama. 


Article G. Two days' work shall ba 


done on each claim within ten (10) 
days after locating the same; and when, 
one hundred dollars worth of work has 
been done or improvements made, the 
same shall bo recorded in tho District 
Records. 


Article 7. A District Rscorder shall be 


elected annually and shall hold tho 
office for one ypar, or until his succes- 
sor is elected. SMd election shall bo 
held on the second Saturday in July in 
e.^.ch year, and when a vacancy occurs 
by death or othenvisa, an election may 
bs held upon five days public notice to 
elect a Recorder to serva tha unexpire.l 
tsrm. Ths Rscordsr-oleot shall execute 
an offiDial bond to the Stito of ITavndi 
with one or more sureties in the parcel 
sum of one thousand dollars, to ba ap- 
proved by the Commissioners of Washaj 
county, and shall tii;j ths official oilh 
prescribed by the Sit.te of Navadi. Tha 
Rscorder shall have tho pon-er to ap- 
point ouo or more daputios for who.sa 
acts ha shall bs responsible. 


Article 8. Tho election of District 


Recorder shall ba by ballot and sh.ill ba 
held in Poo City.
